Light Versus Gravitation

A most fascinating glimpse into the], 


mysteries of the universe is furnished 
by the recent studies of Directyr Camp- 
bell, of the Liek Observatory, of the 
motions of stars in the line of sat. It 
has lone been known that some sXvs 
are approaching the sun, while others 
are receding from it. The motions are 
not directly toward or away from us, 
but are directed at various angles to 
our line of sight. But the astonish- 
ing thing now beginning to be revealed 
is that the speed of these motions ap- 
| Pears to depend upon the age of the 
stars. 
than the younger, The relative age is 
determined by the spectroscope. The 
sun appears to be a middle-aged star, 
The velocity of its molion is such as to 
carry {t through space in a northerly

Lafayette’s Last Visit to the 
United States 


By Rev. Thomas B. Gregory. 


It was eighty-seven years ago-—Aug- 
ust 15, 1824—that General Lafayette 
landed in New York on his memorable 


last visit to the people of the United | & 


States, 

The old aphorism about the grati- 
tude of republics finds no proof in the 
ease of Lafayette. The nation poured 
out is graliiude upon the Frenchman 
who so unselfishly labored in behalf of 
their independenee. fh is doubtful if in 
the whole reund of the world's history 
a man was ever given a grander recep- 
tion than {hat whieh fell to the lot of 
Lafayette in this country in 1824. 

Those whe thought 
about It and talked about it as long as 
they lived, and the children are keeping 
up the habit of the faihers, To this day 
the memory of that visit is cherished 
with a peculia® veneration by all true 
Americans, and will continue to be thus 
cherished while true Americans live 
upon the soil that the noble Frenchman 
helped to make free. 

Every hour of Lafayette'’s visit was 
to our country a beautitude and a ben- 
ediction. In the highest sense of the 
word it was a holy season, fraught with 
all that was sacredly beautiful, Every- 
body knew that Lafayette was perfectly 
sineere, and Lafayette knew that the 
mighty upwelling of joy at his coming 
was straight from the heart of the Am- 
eriean people. 

He knew that when Congress intro- 
dneed and immediately passed the bill 
giving him twenty-four thousand acres 
of land from the most fertile section of 
the public domain, and the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars besides, the 
act represented the real feelings of the 
Congress and the people. H knew, && 
he passed in his triumphant Journey 
from New York to New Orleans and 
back, receiving everywhere the hand- 
shakes and greelings of the people, that 
it was hearty, wholesenled and true, 
without one grain of pretense or decep- 
tion, 

Perhaps the two most memorable in- 
cidents in the course of that never-to- 
be-forgotten visi! were Lafavette’s visil 
to the tomb 6¢ Washingten at Mount 
Vernon and his appearance at the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the Bunker 
Hill Monument, 

The blessed aflermath of that visit 
to Washington's grave still abides with 
us. The solitary descent hito theetomb, 
the silent prayer besides the cazkel of 
the illustrious man he had so loved and 
trusted—can we ever forget it all, can 
we ever cease to be immensely inspired 
by th thonght of it? 

And that seene on Bunker Hill-—the 
magnitude and perfection of the ar- 
rangements, the vast numbers assem- 
bled, the presence of the venerable La- 
fayette and his brother veterans, the 
great Webster with his unparalleled 
eloquence, conspired to make it one of

New York, N.Y., Aug. 18.—Another 
scintillating star in the baseball firma- 
ment is waning, ‘The lustre of Chris- 
topher Mathewson, the greatest pitcher 
of all time, Is rapidly dimming and St 
apparently fk only a question of a short 
time when Matty's star sets finally, It 


as been noticeable in Matty'’s last few 


starts that he has Jost a good deal of 
his old cunning. The teams that Mat- 
ty used Lo handle with ease only a few 
years back, seem to have solved the 
mysterious shoots of the great Giant 
hurler, Matty's apparent disintegra- 
tlon at this stage of the close baseball 
campalan casts a dark cloud over the 
chances of the Glants to win the Na- 
tional League pennant (his year, 
McGraw has always contended that 
if he could get another winning pitcher 
to work with Matty, things would be 
quite cary for the Glants. MeGraw has 
always felt that Matty would be good 
for at least another decade, Now
